DISCOVERY AND FOR SANCTIONS. AND FO R RELATED RELIEF 

DISABLED VETERAN/Plaintiff, Michael S'mdrsan, prose, in his Supplemental Motion For 
Judgment On Pleadings, To Compel Discovery And For Sanctions, And For Related Relief, states 
as follows: 

1. Defendant's "memorandum" in opposition to adopted and incorporated herein by reference 
PlaintifiFs Motion For Judgment On Pleadings, To Compel Discovery And For Sanctions, And For 
Related Relief is her fotile follow-up attenpt to comply with Order of Court of January 30, 2007: 
"ORDERED that defendant shall file a reply to Plaintiffs opposition to its motion to dismiss by 
February 12, 2007... Plaintiff also alleges that defendant confiscated Plaintiff s family heirloom 
keepsake legal-sized camoitflage Bible and has refused to return it to him. Compl. f 7. " 
Defendant's instant "memorandum" elects to stand silent with respect to Plaintiffs property 
retained by defendant. 

2. So stipulated by defendant in its instant "memorandum" that: "A motion for judgment is 
proper 'only if, after close of pleadings, no material fact remains in dispute, and moving party is 
.^tui.^ #.. j»/fom^>./ ns: n ntaitpr of law. ''^ Lenox Hill H ospital V. Shalala. 131 F.Supp.2d 136, 
140 (D.D.C. 2000) (Judge Harris) (citation omitted) (emphasis added). Accordingly, as there are 
no material facts that can be in dispute. Disabled Veteran is therefore entitled to judgment as a 
matter of law. Puma v. Sullivan. 746 A.2d 871, 874 (D.C. 2000). 

3. Defendant concedes receipt of Plaintiff s properly propounded Interrogatories on January 
26, 2007. Defendant continues to frustrate and obstruct these proceedings by failure to provide 
discovery as required by Fed. R. Civ. P. 33(b)(3): ''The party upon whom interrogatories have 
been served shall serve a copy of answers... within 30 days after service of interrogatories. " Up 
to, and including the present defendant has not provided entitled discovery. Defendant continues to 
obfuscate Plaintiff's ability to prepare for a well-informed trial because of defendant's 
acknowledged failure to provide discovery as required by Rules of this Court to cause Disabled 
Veteran undue burden, expense, and hardship; notwithstanding prejudice that inures Plaintiff as a 
direct and proximate result of defendant's wanton and willful rancorous malicious misconduct and 
total disregard of Plaintiff's cons^pi|lir#tf|ranteed right to prepare for a well-informed trial.

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RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 
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Neither retains any vitality under the Rules of Evidence. 
The old prohibition against impeaching one's own witness is 
eliminated by Evidence Rule 607. The lack of recognition in 
the Rules of Evidence of state rules of incompetency in the 
Dead Man's area renders it unnecessary to consider aspects 
of waiver arising from calling the incompetent party-witoess. 
Subdivision (c) is deleted because it appears to be no longer 
necessary in the light of the' Rules of Evidence. 

1980 Amendment 

Subdivision (a)(1). Rule 801(d) of the Federal Rules of 
Evidence permits a prior inconsistent statement of a witness 
in a deposition to be used as substantive evidence. And Rule 
801(d)(2) makes the statement of an agent or servant admis- 
sible against the principal under the circumstances described 
in the Rule. The language of the present subdivision is, 
therefore, too narrow. 

Subdivision (a)(4). The requirement that a prior action 
must have been dismissed before depositions taken for use in 
it can be used in a subsequent action was doubtless an 
oversight, and the courts have ignored it. See Wright & 
Miller, Federal Practice and Procedure: Civil § 2150. The 
final sentence is added to reflect the fact that the Federal 
Rules of Evidence permit a broader use of depositions previ- 
ously taken under certain circumstances. For example, Rule 
804(b)(1) of the Federal Rules of Evidence provides that if a 
witness is unavailable, as that term is defined by the rule, his 
deposition in any earlier proceeding can be used against a 
party to the prior proceeding who had an opportunity and 
similar motive to develop the testimony of the witness. 

1987 Amendment 

The amendment is technical. No substantive change is 
intended. 

1993 Amendments 

Subdivision (a). The last sentence of revised subdivision 
(a) not only includes the substance of the provisions formerly 
contained in the second paragraph of Rule 30(b)(2), but adds 
a provision to deal with the situation when a party, receiving 
minimal notice of a proposed deposition, is unable to obtain a 
court ruling on its motion for a protective order seeking to 
delay or change the place of the deposition. Ordinarily a 
party does not obtain protection merely by the filing of a 
motion for a protective order under Rule 26(c); any protec- 
tion is dependent upon the court's ruling.* Under the revi- 
sion, a party receiving less than 11 days notice of a deposi- 
tion can, provided its motion for a protective order is filed 
promptly, be spared the risks resulting from nonattendance 
at the deposition held before its motion is ruled upon. 
Although the revision of Rule 32(a) covers only the risk that 
the deposition could be used against the non-appearing mov- 
ant, it should also follow that, when the proposed deponent is 
the movant, the deponent would have "just cause'* for failing 
to appear for purposes of Rule 37(d)(1). , Inclusion of this 
provision is not intended to signify that 11 days' notice is the 
minimum advance notice for all depositions or that greater 
than 10 days should necessarily be deemed sufficient in all 
situations. 

Subdivision (c). This new subdivision, inserted at the 
location of a sub^vision previously abrogated, is included in 
view of the increased opportunities for video-recording and 



audio-recording of depositions under revised Rule 30(b).~| 
Under this rule a party may offer deposition testimony iiij 
any of the forms authorized under Rule 30(b) but, if offeringf 
it in a nonstenographic form, must provide the court with al 
transcript of the portions so offered. On request of anyjj 
party in a jury trial, deposition testimony offered other tha 
for impeachment purposes is to be presented in a nonstenc^ 
graphic form if available, unless the court directs otherwiseM 
Note that under Rule 26(a)(3)(B) a party expecting to usei 
nonstenographic deposition testimony as substantive eviTi 
dence is required to provide other parties with a transcript uS 
advance of trial.
